Clearly, whatever degree of Soviet 
subversion has occurred in Syria, there 
has been no “armed aggression” by 
Russia against Syria.

- the Eisenhower doctrine, as the Presi- 
dent stated at his news conference. 

“It is not one of those instances that 
at present justify any kind of action at 
all under the Mideast doctrine,” Mr.

“If we believed that it was permissible 
to attack countries with armed force 
which are Communist, I do not see where 
we would stop, nor do I see how we 
could ask others to stop,” he added. 

At that time, Dulles indicated he did 
not think the situation in Syria was too 
serious. He suggested to congressional 
leaders at the White House that it could 
be improved fairly easily and observed 
that the dollar was a powerful weapon. 
All efforts to persuade Syria to accept 
United States economic aid failed, how- 
ever, and the situation continued to 
worsen, 

* * * 

NEXT to be considered is how the doc- 
trine would apply if Syria were to attack 
one of its neighbors. Certainly, as Syria 
grows stronger and relations deteriorate, 
a Syrian attack on Isréel, Jordan, Turkey, 
Iraq or Lebanon is well within the range 
of possibility... 

Under such circumstances, the doctrine 
would apply and United States armed 
forces could be used, but only if two con- 
ditions were satisfied: 


1. The attacked country would have 
to ask for United States assistance. 

2. The United States would have to 
determine that the aggressor—in this 
case Syria—was, in fact, “controlled by 
international Communism.” 
Alternatively, if the Syrian aggression 

were assisted by Russian “volunteers,” 
the doctrine also would apply. Dulles 
said in the hearings that the United States 
would regard Soviet dispatch of “volun- 
teers” to the Middle East as “open, overt 
aggression.” There was an unconfirmed 
and not necessarily credible report yes- 
terday that “thousands of Russian volun- 
teers” were pouring into Syria in prepara- 
tion for a Syrian attack on Israel. 

Of key importance is the determination 
that an aggressor is “controlled by inter- 
national Communism.” For that reason, 
State Department Middle East specialists 
worked carefully on the exact wording 
that should be used to describe the pres- 
ent situation in Syria.

CONFRONTED with this unhappy 
choice and with the shocked reaction of 
the public to the disclosures before the 
McClellan committee, some AFL-CIO 
leaders are now saying that, after all, the 
trade union movement is a business like 
any other business and why should any- 


one expect unions to have higher ethical 
standards? Big business is more corrupt 


_and more ruthless than big labor, so the 


argument runs, and so why should labor 
be put on the defensive because a few 
union officials have been corrupted? 


Al J. Hayes, head of the International 
Association of Machinists and chairman of 
the AFL-CIO ethical practices committee, 
in an article entitled “Critics in Glass 
Houses” demands to know why there 
should be such an outburst of indignation 
against labor when corruption in other 
areas has gone almost unnoticed. 


“Perhaps moral indignation,” Hayes 
wrote, “like charity should begin at 
home. Corruption, as I have noted be- 
fore, is a disease which infects society 
at large and its manifestation in the 
labor movement ig merely part of the 
total picture. I cannot accept with 
good grace much of the criticism which 
emanates from others who show far less 
concern for cleaning their own houses 
than the labor movement has shown.” 


He went on to cite several instances 
of corruption in business that got little 
attention in the press. But for many in 
the labor movement it ig not enough for 
the pot to call the kettle black. 


These leaders who insist the AFL-CIO 
must clean house are making an issue of 
the Hutcheson case. A sharp skirmish 
occurred at the council meeting in Chicago 
recently when with some reluctance the 
council agreed to take jurisdiction in the 
Hutcheson matter but to postpone action. 


Hutcheson’s allies in the building trades 
pointed out that he was not accused of 
misusing union funds. When he took the 
Fifth amendment before a Senate com- 
mittee he was being questioned about a 
deal that netted $80,000, divided among 
his alleged co-conspirators including two 


Djilas, who was stripped of his party 
offices and given a “final warning” about 
his activities in January, 1954, by the 
central committee of the Yugoslav League 
of Communists, now is in Sremska Mitro- 
vica prison near Belgrade.

But this was not a sufficient answer for 
Walter P,. Reuther of the Auto Workers 
and James B. Carey of the International 
Union of Electrical Workers. Reuther 
challenged the right of the unions to a 
double standard of morality. Carey in- 
sisting the council must take action, read 
the following from the AFL-CIO’s own 
code of ethical practices: 


“The American labor movement has 
ever been quick in its denunciation of 
public officials who betray their trust. 
We have been equally critical of busi- 
ness men who have used corrupt meth- 
eds and bribery to gain their selfish, | 
acquisitive ends. We must be equally | 
quick to recognize and condemn those 
instances of racketeering, corruption and 
disregard for ethical standards when 
they occur inside our labor movement.” 

The council meets in New York on Sept. 
24 for a showdown on accused union lead- 
ers. Beyond Hutcheson are Hoffa and the 
other Teamsters officials who ducked be- 
hind the Fifth amendment. Whether big 

labor can survive the shattering impact 


of this challenge is a question no one can 
answer with certainty. 

When the two big labor organizations 
—AFL and ClO—agreed to merge two 
years ago the ancient quarrels of the 
past were buried rather than ended. John 
L. Lewis, who had long since pulled his 
Mine Workers out of the CIO which he 
had been largely instrumental in found- 
ing, predicted the merger could not en- 
dure. He has been sitting back ever since 
waiting to greet the first dissidents to 
withdraw. 

Even those most optimistic about the 
prospects for one big organization were 
aware that it would take years to recon- 
cile the differences between craft and in- 
dustrial unions. The merger was, of 
course, to cover the state CIO and AFL 
councils. 

In some states progress toward unity 
has been extremely slow. This is true in 
Ohio, New York, New Jersey and Cali- 
fornia. At the time of the merger the 
deadline of Dec. 5 was fixed for com- 
bining the rival councils. The terms of 
the merger provided that if they had not 
themselves unified by that date then the 
authority of the central body would be 
exercised to call a meeting of the local 
unions in the state to establish a new 
council independent of the two that had 
failed to come together. This threat, it 
is hoped, will bring the recalcitrants to- 
gether before the deadline.

IN JUNE 1940 Adolf Hitler stood 
on his summit of power. He was master 
of the continent of Europe, everything 
that is except Russia to the east and 
England across the channel to the west, 
and his intention was that they would 
not remain exceptions for long. The 
story that Peter Fleming tells in “Opera- 
tion Sea Lion” is of what followed the 
withdrawal by Britain of her forces 
from the continent, first from Norway 
and then from France. It takes the 
reader through those perilous days after 
Dunkirk when Britain stood in the 
utmost danger of destruction from the 
German air force and the German army 
massed for invasion along the channel 
coast. :

A Quiet End to Man

ONE OF THE MOST valuable 
and engaging traits of the human mind 
is its cheerful refusal to face up to 
the inevitable. Even when the swish 
of the reaper’s scythe is close by, 
the normal attitude is one of optimism 
and hope. Nevil Shute’s “On the Beach,” 
a sobering novel about the ultimate 
war, describes an aftermath in which 
survivors of the immediate conflict 
reconcile themselves as best they can 
to the approach of death from radiation 
poisoning. 


The scene of Mr. Shute’s story is 
laid in Melbourne, Australia, some 
months after a brief but cataclysmic 
nuclear war has laid waste the northern 
hemisphere and thrown up a radioactive 
cloud that is slowly but relentlessly 
wiping out life below the Equator as 
well. A kind of paralysis has set in. 
There are minimum communications be- 
tween cities that still exist, and as the 
radioactive cloud penetrates farther south 
~—borne by the Winds of the earth—city

the legénd could ever be. For while 
the legend would be packed with heroics, 
edifying no doubt to the unformed minds 
of youth, the truth of the matter.is that 
the heroism, while most certainly not 
to be disregarded nor discounted, was 
most pleasantly diluted by comedy— 
mainly of errors and illusions—even at 
times by farce. 

The details of how the English pre- 
pared for that day which never came, 
both psychologically and militarily, are 
rich in irony and humor. From Hitler’s 
standpoint they were, of course, a mad- 
dening people. For with mulish abstinacy 
and blind stupidity they would not 
recognize their own defeat. Did not the 
Fuehrer on 19 July tell the Reichstag, 
“I see. no reason why this war should 
go on”? And did he not in his own 
peculiar fashion hold out an olive 
branch—which they in their own pecu- 
liar fashion simply disregarded? 


BUT THE BRITISH, even though 
they were practically unarmed, would 
not even face up to ordinary realities— 
such a reality, for instance, as what a 
Hitlerian invasion would be like. There 
is no doubt that there are times in life 
when a certain lack of imagination has 
its value, and the Briton’s lack in 1940 
was valuable then. They were also a peo- 
ple whose lives were much governed by 
tradition and precedent—and there was 
simply no precedent for what Hitler 
wanted to do upon arrival in Britain. 
So how could they visualize it. hap- 
pening? 

Of course, they knew when the Nazis 
reached the French coast they would 
be up to all kinds of tricks, and here 
they did let their imagination run away 
with them. With the aid of their news- 
papers English minds became filled with 
visions of parachutists descending every- 
where from Land's End to John 
O’Groats. (Hence their careful removal 
of every single sign post.) Also, they 
knew that there had to be a Fifth 
Column; so they took effective measures 
against that menace, too. Thus they 
feared what was unreal, and did not 
fear what was actually quite a real 
danger—invasion by sea. 


MEANWHILE, HITLER for his 
part was nursing his own delusions and 
making mistakes even more fatal. As a 
military leader he is reduced very 
greatly in size by what we learn in these 
pages, much of the material of which 
comes from German sources. When he 
finally issued his order of 16th July, 
“to begin to prepare for, and if neces- 
sary to carry out, an invasion of Eng- 
land.” he had already wasted six 
precious weeks which he could never

Fleming modestly does not claim that 
his book has a higher status than that 
of an interim report, for reason that 
he was denied access to the British 
official archives. The final verdict, he 
says, is yet to come. All we can say is, 
that when that verdict comes, it will 
take a mighty fine writer to match, 
let alone surpass, this interim report 
that Fleming has rendered. It is a 
superb piece of work, excellently illus- 
trated with photographs and cartoons. 
Those legendary days live again in his 
pages, as history.

TODAY “EXISTENTIAL” is a 
fashionable adjective. We may hear it 
applied to a style in women’s hats or 
the decor of a dingy cafe. Plays and 
Jpovels are sometimes a vehicle for ex- 
istential messages, and those intrepid 
ones who read contemporary philos- 
ophers are aware of the broad diffusion 
of this way of viewing life and the 
world.

MURPHY, by Samuel Beck- 
ett.

“MURPHY” IS the. only 
novel Samuel Beckett, the 
Irish expatriate who lives in 
Paris, has written in English. 


Published in London in 1938, 
it was his first book and one 
of the casualties of the war. 
It not only sold poorly, it 
was literally bombed out of 
his publisher’s warehouse. No 
one seemed to think it was a 
great loss. 


Now that Beckett's play, 
“Waiting for Godot” and his 
novels “Malone Dies” and 
“Mulloy” have won him a 
small but highly articulate 
following in the United States 
as well as abroad, his Amer- 
ican publishers have resur- 
rected “Murphy” from the 
blitz. And it’s a good thing 
they’ve done it. For “Mur- 
phy” is a uniquely comic 
novel filled with the peculiar 
compassion for mankind that 
Beckett shows in all of his 
work. It is also filled with 
Beckett's upsidedown conver- 
sations, double meanings, cir- 
cumlocutions and other tech- 
nical devices. 


Beckett is one of the few 
original stylists of his day, 
and his vague (but never 
obscure) caprices with the 
language serve him unusually 
well. It is not a style for 
beauty, but a style for func- 
tion, the function being to 
heighten the effect of the 
events and people Beckett 
describes. 


LIKE ALL of Beckett's 
heroes, Murphy belongs to 
the disconsolate flotsam of 
life who want ‘nothing more 
than to meditate on their 
idleness. But Murphy, a Dub- 
liner who lives in London and 
enjoys tying himself in a 
rocker to rock away furious- 
ly in the dark without his 
clothes, has fallen in love 
with a woman of the streets.

MISS ERICKSON, who 
has dug up an impressive ar- 
ray of evidence to support the 
generally held impression that 
Joseph E. Ragen is a great 
penologist, reaches way out 
into left field to present two 
minority views.

ARTISTS BIDDING FOR inm- 
mortality like to work with subject- 
matter that will stand up a while. Before 
the industrial revolution, costumes 
altered slowly but there was little 
change in the basic jobs of life. The 
reaper in the field, the woman in her 
kitchen, the carpenter at his work- 
bench were elemental figures. They 
endured. Today the artist who hazards 
“Man in an Automobile” or “Man with 
a Lawnmower” can expect model 
changes before the paint is dry. Look 
at the airplanes in those Post Office 
murals of the 1930s, which seemed so 
high and mighty at the time. They are 
already as dated as a moustache cup. 


Such problems do not greatly concern 
Modern Art, which exalts form and 
composition, regards the picture. as an 
entity, an end in itself, and is con- 


- temptuous of art that merely depicts 


a scene or tells a story. A painting, 
Cocteau remarked, is not a window. 
Cezanne and the great spirits of the 
French revolt—Picasso, Braque, Matisse 
and the others—did not hesitate to 
employ the same subjects and symbols 
time and again as they worked out the 
space and color relationships that inter- 
ested them. The interest is in the picture

THE BELLWETHERS of Modern 
Art did a magnificent service in leading 
their less original contemporaries from 
the warm fold of the nineteenth century 
academy, and it is not their fault that 
the sheep drifted into a new pen. 
Maurice Grosser’s book, “The Painter's 
Eye,” (Mentor) holds that the Moderns 
now have formed their own academy, 
with rules as strict and uncompromising 
as before. In a chapter on subject- 
matter, after dealing with the modern 
emphasis on analytical composition and 
disdain for “illustration,” he concludes: 
“But-analytical composition, in the 
long run, is of interest only to the 
painter himself. It is chiefly for this 
reason, almost for this reason alone, 
that the market for the painter's pictures 
has become as limited as it is today. 
It is because of the subject matter these 
Modern painters chose to illustrate that 
the painter, by instinct gregarious, has 
now been driven into the disagreeable 
position of solitary workman, and into 
the position, untenable for one who is 
by taste and training a skilled artisan, 
of being high priest of aesthetics and 
sometimes star of publicity.” 
FORTUNATELY FOR the lay 
viewer, there is a strong vein of abstract 
or semi-abstract art that has continued 
to look with, enthusiasm on the world 
of nature. In the pictures of John Marin, 
the abstract manner is not so much an 
introspective device as a means of 
expressing and underlining the beauty 
that the artist sees. So with Fred Con- 
way, who, seeking to catch the way a 
white bird looks as it flies into the 
forest, may use abstract terms to get 
an effect that defies conventional means. 
Still, people who like to look at 
pictures that show reasonable skill in 
depicting things as they are—and a 
great many people are like that—find 
poor pickings these days. The genre 
painting is so seldom attempted that 
the very attempt betrays the amateur. 
Themes among objective painters are so 
undiversified that it is possible to tell 
without difficulty, after wandering 
through an exhibition,. precisely how 
many artists summered on Cape Cod. 
One might remark, with Robert Louis 
Stevenson, that the world is full of a 
number of things, strange and wondrous 
to behold, but few of them find their 
way onto canvas,

THE CHEATIVE ARCHITECT 
is unceasingly striving to achieve an or- 
ganization of expression in the solution 
to architectural problems. This is always 
true of all the fine arts. Simplification 
of detail and method of organization is 
basic to all in great art. Regardless of 
the complexity of an idea, experience, 
problem, or inspiration . , . the relation- 
ship of all of the parts to the whole is 
the challenge for the creative mind. 


Simplicity in design ig not necessarily 
synonymous with the present period we 
call modern or contemporary. The 
pyramids of Egypt are simple. 

The Washington Monument showed no 
appreciable change from the obelisks 
constructed by the Egyptians, since it 
is of the same form and materials used 
by the Egyptians. It does not rank as a 
great creative idea because it is simply 
an imitation of what had already been 


the technological de- 


metal truss aystem indicates a new use 
of material in contrast to the Washing- 


parabolie arch as & monu- 
ment, but it is a creative idea. This 
design is the result of a competition, 
with all of the architects in the United 
States invited to participate. The sheer 
simplicity of the form which would 
emerge above the park area of trees 
makes this a tremendous concept, This 
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method should be recognized. It should 
be a matter of logic that the present 
period is a high period in the fine arts. 
There is a vastly greater amount of 
knowledge, greater technical develop- 
ment, and flexibility in construction 
... giving greater freedom. 

There are many more synthetic ma- 
terials aVailable. Any technical com- 
parison of architecture must acknowl- 
edge the contrast between the static, 
stony solidity of most of the pre- 
twentieth century buildings and the 
splendid mechanism of modern struc- 
tures with their heating, lighting, ele- 
vators, bathrooms, telephones, pneu- 
matic tubes, television, etc. 


The evolution of the airplane can 
understandably indicate the expression 
of simplicity. From the very first air- 
planes, the problem of flight. became 
greater and greater, and yet the form 
of the airplane became simpler and 
simpler. 


It is a certainty that there is great 
art being conceived in the twentieth 
century. The basic principles the 
architect must master and understand 
are that archeological details cannot be 
forced into the problem. Details are a 
reflection of construction methods and 
materials. The principles of structural 
systems must become the logical 
skeleton of the structure. 


FRANK LLOYD WRIGHT, the 
greatest exponent of organic architec- 
ture, cleverly stated that “simplicity is 
not like thé side of a barn. Simplicity 
in architecture is the elimination of the 
superficial.” One of the basic principles 
in architecture is that the parts or ele- 
ments ere related to each other and to 
the overall scheme. 

In architecture, the results of the 
method employed should be what they 
really are. The superficial and the fake 
have no place in great art. 

The tremendous growth fn construc- 
tion has made it difficult for the public 
to distinguish good architecture from 
bad.

The use of new materials results in 
architecture that is lighter and efficient. 
Standardization of the elements in 
architecture is becoming a trend because 
of the same or similar space require- 
ments, It is conceivable that the single- 
family dwelling and other structures 
will be developed on the same assembly 
line principles as is the automobile. 


The North Shore Drive Apartments 
in Chicago by Architect Mies Van der 
Rohe have influenced many skyscraper 
designs by the accent of the exposed 
framing. The skeleton frame is painted 
black and most panels are glass, so you 
have the expression of a structural plan. 


Van der Rohe has made the structural 
framing the dominant element with the 
relationship to the site secondary. His 
architectural space is held within a ra- 
tional, geometric formula inclosed by 
four walls of continuous windows. The 
partitions are not meant to be static, 
but thin and movable. 


THE U.N. BUILDING with its 
simple form and ribbons of glass con- 
trast with the New York skyscrapers of 
another era. The structure has a rich- 
ness and dramatic appearance as com- 
pared to its setting. Its simplicity, as 
exaggerated by contrast to the other 
structures in New York, generates‘a 
monumental quality. 


Simplicity is difficult to understand 
because it has different meanings to dif- 
ferent individuals. A structure may be 
simple by contrast, because its surround- 
ings are not simple. Modern architecture 
is a new approach, not a new style. 


Architectural simplicity is the organi- 
zation and arrangement of inert ma- 
terials to something living and related 
to the human being. Architecture can be 
ever-changing as the ways of life are 
ever-changing. Architecture should be 
an integral part of life.

Classical Records 


THE VOCAL MUSIC of Claudio Monterverdi reveals the 
characteristics of its period, quite naturally, but its quaintness 
is of negligible importance in comparison with its deeply poetic 
lyricism and its inventiveness. A recording made by the New 
York Pro Musica Antiqua of excerpts from several of Monte- 
verdi’s books of madrigals demonstrates effectively their ac- 
cessibility to modern ears, Like many other composers of the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, Monteverdi dilated on the 


anguish and ecstasy of romantic love. 


It was the conventional 


thing to do. But just as the Renaissance painters used the 
same subject over and over again without compromising their 
individuality, the composers, who were naturally vital, lost 
none of their conviction when expressing the lamentations and 


ecstasies of the lovelorn. 

Certainly Monterverdi lost 
nothing. The “Westwind” 
(Zefira Torna) or “The La- 
ment at the Tomb of a Be- 
loved”—to give two examples 
—are deeply affecting by rea- 
son of their melodic life and 
subtle harmonies. 


The excerpts are sung by 
the small chorus unaccom- 
panied, or by one or two 
voices with instrumental ac- 
companiments. The viola da 
gamba, recorder and harpsi- 
chord used in these accom- 
paniments are reproductions 
of early instruments. The Pro 
Musica Antiqua, which is di- 
rected by Noah Greenberg, is 
an excellent, well-trained 


group. (Columbia, one 12- 
inch LP.) 
MAHLER’S FOURTH 


Symphony in G Major begins 
with a lovely pastoral built 
around one of the most beau- 
tiful themes imaginable, and 
ends with a description of 
Heaven as a child would 
imagine it. So the prevailing 
mood is one of innocence and 
joy even though not com- 
pletely free from the intro- 
verted agonizing that often 
affects this composer's writ- 
ing. The performance by The 
Hague Philharmonic Orches- 
tra under Willem van Otter- 
lo successfully communicates 
both the rustic charm and 
the ecstatic eloquence of this 
work. The soprano solo in the 
last movement, which de- 
scribes the laughing Saint 
Ursula, the skipping lambs, 
the angels baking bread and 
so on, is sung by Theresa 
Stich-Randall, a capable and 
sensitive American artist. 
(Epic, one 12-inch LP.) 


FERUCCIO BUSONI 
a pianist of the first magni- 
tude, was less acceptable to 
the public as a composer even 
though he always had the re- 
spect of a limited group of 
connoisseurs. His Sonata No, 
2 in E Minor for Violin and 
Piano, as recorded by Max 
Rostal and the pianist Noel 
Mewton-Wood, discloses a 
firm mastery of form and a 
rich free-flowing vein of lyri- 
cism. Though reminiscent of 
Brahms in its grave senti- 
ment, it is obviously not imi- 
tative. Rostal, a good violin- 
ist, gives a sound and serious 
performance. Mr. Mewton- 
Wood's part does not come 
off so well but largely be- 
cause of the wooden repro- 


duction of the piano tone. 
(Westminster, one 12-inch 
LP.) 


THREE CONCERTOS 


for flute and chamber orches- 
tra by Haydn, Jean Marie 
Leclair and Pergolesi are well 
played by the Viennese flutist 
Camillo Wanauser with the 
Pro Musica Chamber Orches- 
tra of Vienna. These are mel- 
lifluous period pieces which 
present little more than the 
general stylistic features of 
the classic era. 


CARL WEINRICH, the 
American organist, continues 
his recordings of Bach’s com- 
plete organ works with record 
No. 6 which contains five 
preludes and fugues. Their 
key signatures are A Minor, 
D Minor, C Major, G Major 
and A Major. They cannot 
be identified more explicitly 
except by the page numbers 
in the Bach-Gesselschaft list- 
ing or by publishers’ cata- 
logue numbers. The A Minor 
Prelude and Fugue is well 
known to the musical public 
through frequent perform- 
ances of a piano transcription. 


Weinrich recorded these 
works on an organ in Skan- 
ninge, Sweden. The tone pro- 
duced by the manuals is clear 
and mellow and in conse- 
quence the interweaving con- 
trapuntal lines are sharply de- 
fined. The pedal notes, how- 
ever, sound rather dull to me. 
The organ texture usually is 
repreduced with great fidelity 
on hi-fi machines and this re- 
cording is no exception. The 
pedal tones can be heard and 
felt. (Westminster, one 12- 
inch LP.) 


WILLIAM 8CHU- 
MAN’S “Credendum for 
Orchestra,” which was com- 
missioned by Unesco through 
the State Department, is bril- 
liantly recorded and repro- 
duced in a performance by 
the Philadelphia Orchestra 
with Eugene Ormandy con- 
ducting. This is a musical 
declaration of faith by an 
artist who believes in world 
unity; and his language is ap- 
propriately eloquent, broad 
and passionate. Leon Kirch- 
ner’s Piano Concerto (reverse 
side), recorded under the aus- 
pices of the Naumburg Foun- 
dation, seems nothing more 
than a random assortment of 
sound effects to me. But such 
a reaction, one must admit, 
may indicate a limitation of 
the listener rather than the 
composer. What sounds like a 
satisfactory performance is 
given by New York Philhar- 
monic Symphony Orchestra, 
Dimitri Mitropoulos conduct- 
ing. The composer is the 
soloist. (Columbia, one 12- 
inch LP.) —T.B.S.

New Look at Twelve-Tone System 


By LEIGH GERDINE 


THIS SUMMER, A PART OF MY self-improvement 
program has been to make a detailed re-study of the piano 
music of Arnold Schonberg, founder of the movement in music 
known as “Atonality.” For me, it was a study long overdue, 
and the signs in myself of a need to make such a study had 
been fairly obvious, had I but been able to recognize them. 
Like many another commentator on music, I have been guilty 
of comparing Schonberg unfavorably with some of his pupils, 
especially Alban Berg and Anton von Webern; and, faced with 
certain overwhelming works of unquestioned musical value, 
such as Berg's opera “Wozzeck,” or his Violin Concerto, or 


the struggle of Tonality versus Atonality, I have accounted for 
this music as an aberration in which the sheer musicality of 
the com was sufficient to triumph over the strictures of 
of the so-called Twelve-tone System. 

My agonizing reappraisal took this form: Every day, with, 
at first, extreme distaste, I forced myself to play over all the 
piano works of Schonberg, in the order of their opus numbers; 
Opus 11 and 19 (pre-Twelve-tone works), Opus 23 (transitional), 
and Opus 25 and 33a (fully developed). Why the piano music? 
Because it lay ready under the hand, was complete without the 
addition of other instruments, and ran pretty much the full 
cycle of Schonberg’s development. 

OVER A PERIOD OF TIME, I found myself “liking” 
first Opus 11; then Opus 19; and then, in sequence, the whole 
set. In saying that I “liked” these works, I mean that I “un- 
derstood the musical principles involved in these composi- 
tions”; that I “recognized the mastery of the composer who had 
written them”; that I “found the aesthetic principles on which 
they are written valid”; and that I “saw in them a continual 
process of growth in the composer.” All these complicated 
things—and many more—the verb “to like” may mean in con- 
nection with music. Do I enjoy listening to the music? Yes, 
that too has come; and that, in the end, is what music is for. 

The deficiency was, of course, in me. It always is. In 

retrospect, it is difficult to see why I had had such a prejudice 
against the music of Schonberg himself. Part of the fault may, 
however, legitimately lie with the literature about Atonality. 
Most of what has been written about Twelve-tone music con- 
centrates upon a statistical account of the use of the Tone-row, 
that arbitrary ordering of the twelve chromatic notes upon 
which the music is based. Too often in our studies of Twelve- 
tone music in universities and conservatories, we have chiefly 
concerned ourselves with trying to identify the Tone-row for 
any given work, and then, from it, as though solving an 
acrostic, counting out laboriously the twelve tones, trying al- 
ways to “explain” Schonberg’s every use of the row. 
WE HAD NOT, IN STUDYING Beethoven, counted the 
number of occurrences of the Dominant or Super-tonic chords 
in an effort to explain the music. But the proponents of the 
Twelve-tone System were so eagerly propounding the System 
itself that they themselves left the music written in the System 
out of account. This quickly divided the musical world into 
two enraged camps, those “for” the Twelve-tone System, and 
those “against” it, with no possible middle ground. 

In the nineteenth century, it was not possible to “like” the 
music of both Wagner and Brahms. Even Bernard Shaw came 
a cropper on that troublesome problem, and argued as an 
apologist for Wagner, probably because he saw profound so0- 
cialist meanings in the “Ring.” Now few of us fail to enjoy 
and understand the music of Brahms and the music of Wagner; 
in fact, both seem very characteristic of the century in which 
they wrote. If we were to chop through the harmonie struc- 
ture of either composer with, say, a meat-ax at almost any 
point, we would be surprised to discover how nearly identical 
is that structure. That a similar treatment of twentieth cen- 
tury music might yield comparable results seems to have 
escaped us, and nowhere mere strikingly than in the contro- 
versy between Atonality and Tonality, Perhaps we are now 
far enough along to “like” both,

(1.). In general, I still prefer for music to be tonal—though 
I am conscious that Schonberg did not like the word “Atonal,” 
inasmuch as he felt he had mot destroyed tonality, but had 
rather enlarged it;

(3.) If Atonal music is viewed as music and not as a ¢om- 
plicated musical puzzle written to justify a theoretical system, 
it is not essentially different in purpose or structure from a lot 
of other music which is much fiore familiar.

Organ Loft Changed.

In the remodeling, the organ 

is being moved from its place 
at the rear of the chancel to an 
area high to the left, where it 
is to be concealed behind 
speaker cloth screening, and 
the old loft is being removed. 
| Where the pipes have been, 
there is to be a new area of 
stained glass depicting the 
Twenty-Third Psalm in a 27- 
foot-square panel. This is now 
being prepared in London, 
England, The baptistry is to be 
immediately in front of this, 
and below it, behind sliding 
doors (as in the past) but much 
further back from the front of 
the platform. The carved ren- 
dition of “The Lord’s Supper” 
that has been at the front of 
the old choir loft, will be above 
the baptistry and just below 
the stained-glass panel, at the 
rear of the new, lower-level 
choir area.

But con- 
tinuous pews with curved backs 
are no longer manufactured, so 
the architects specified individ. 
ual upholstered seating. 

No Aisle for Brides, 

Another drawback of the seat- 
ing arrangement which the 
present minister, Dr. G. Curtis 
Jones, wanted to rectify, was 
the lack of the center aisle. 
During weddings, the bridal 
party had to approach the chan- 
cel by a side aisle. The new 
arrangement will provide for a 
central aisle of ample width. 

In the days when the original 
Structure was designed, it was 
customary for a quartet to pro- 
vide the vocal music for church 
services, thus the chancel had 
no adequate provision for its 
large choir, which for several 
years had sung in the balcony, 
at the rear, far from the organ, 

The new design provides for 
three long choir'pews at either 
side of the chancel on the main 
level, seating 50 singers, and 
the organ console will adjoin at 
the same level. 

Another handicap of the old 
design was the lack of

A program being inaugurated 
this year by the St. Louis arch- 
diocesan high school office for 
gifted students will be the sub- 
ject of a conference which 
opens tomorrow at Rosati-Kain 
High School gymnasium, 4389 
Lindell boulevard.

In the first and second years, 
the curriculum will vary little 
from that offered in other high 
schools but study will be more

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His Idealism Pays Off 
Bernard Spero Shares His Profits With 
Employes on a Big Scale—and It Keeps

CHICAGO, Aug. 24. 


S a young man in a rather 
A high-powered job, Bernard 

Spero nearly drove his part- 
ners out of their wits by hand- 
ing out unsolicited raises to 
workers he thought were doing 
outstanding jobs. 

“You're crazy’” these men 
bellowed.. They attempted to 
explain that raises were given 
only when there seemed no 
other way out—that certainly 
to haul off and hike people's 
pay could only lead to chaos 
and ruin, or, at the very least, 
set a nasty precedent. 

Spero later confounded his 
friends further by departing his 
$7500 job—important money in- 
deed in those days—and strik- 
ing out toward the goal of his 
own business: salary, $50 a 
week. Again, he was informed 
his attitude was somewhat less 
than reasonable. 

Now, many years later, Spero 
sits at the tiller of his own 
large company—but some busi- 
ness associates still arch their 
eyebrows. He gives profits away 
hand ever fist. - 
- “Théy still say I'm batty, 
Spero ‘said, smiling. “I’m used 
to it now, however.” 

As a combination efficiency 
expert and idealist who has ris- 
en to the top of his field, how- 
ever, he is receiving a great 
deal of somewhat startled in- 
terest—and giving lots of “hard- 
headed” business men lots of 


use. 

The prime cause of astonish- 
ment in the ranks of some con- 
servative business friends of 
Spero’s is his profit sharing 
plan for employes. A _ great 
many firm have profit sharing 
plans of various types. There 
is nothing new about that. When 
Spero does something, how- 
ever, he does it up brown. 

An increasing number of busi- 
ness men across the nation are 
showing mushrooming interest 
in the plan started: by Spero, 
who took a small, debt-ridden 
firm and: expanded it to the 
present House of Vision, Inc., 
an optical firm with 23 branch- 
es in five states. 

. * . 

ETTERS by the dozens are 
L pouring in. Spero has pre- 

pared literature on how his 
plan works. 

“Actually, it may not be a 
very good plan for fellows who 
simply want to pile up dollars, 
he grinned. “This breed thinks 
I am simply a damn fool. The 
feeling is largely mutual. This 
is a fine plan for employers 
who see a business as a living 
thing, not a machine—and made 
up of people, not of impersonal 
cogs.” 

He has given away 49 per 
cént of his firm. In 1938 he dis- 
tributed 24 per cent of the 
stock to key employes as a 
bonus. He donated another 25

old-timers around here — but 
they don’t seem to mind.” 

And he showed us some fig- 
ures. Based on the accumula- 
tion of the past 18 years, the 
average shop worker after 30 
years of service and participa- 
tion in the trust will retire 
with a trust account valued at 
from $60,000 to $70,000. And 
the average executive will have 
about $135,000 in the kitty. 

“We anticipate little disap- 
pointment concerning the lack 
of watches,” said Spero—who 
has $68,000 himself in the fund. 

Spero, man, is on the 
one hand a hard-headed and 
hard-driving business man, on 
the other an all-out idealist; 
he sees absolutely no incom- 
patability in the two virtues 
and, at 63, has proved to his 
own satisfaction every theory 
he started out with. 

He pays little attention to 
such accepted orthodoxies as 
compulsory retirement at some 
arbitrarily set age. 

“Why in the world would 
anybody want.to retife a good 
man if he wanted to keep on 
working?” he inquired, and 
snorted. » .

Spero’s father was a Cleve- 
land glove importer. Spero 
worked his way through the 
Case Institute of Technology, 
operated a restaurant; drove a 
Model-T he paid for by running 
a taxi service. In his senior 
year he heard lectures on time 
and motion by the late Frank 
B, Gilbreth, later the central 
character in “Cheaper by the 
Dozen”—the father, who had 
even figured out the most ef- 
ficient way to take a bath. 
Spero made up his mind to be 
an efficiency engineer.

FTER graduation he took a 
job riveting brake bands 
at 17 cents an hour, quit 
when he couldn't interest man- 
agement in an efficiency de- 
partment. After other jobs he 
borrowed money and bought an 
optical company—later left and 
took over what was to become 
the House of Vision. That was 
in 1924; it was a small and 
shaky outfit with assets of $10,- 
90 liabilities of three times 
Now the 23 branches are in 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota, 
Michigan, Illinois. The man 
who combined efficiency and 
idealism is having a fine time 
these days watching completion 
of swank new Chicago head- 
quarters offices at 137 North 
Wabash.

Throughout his firm Is an at- 
titude of unqualified loyalty. 
His people consider him a fine 
employer and a fine friend. 
Ruth Gates, editor of the house 
organ, The Visionaire, said, “If 
he went broke today we would 
lend him every cent we could 
raise.” (In her particular case, 
that would include a cool $25,- 
000 in a trust fund share.) 


It is unlikely such an emer- 
gency will arise. Spero’s firm 
has been called one of the most 
reputable in the field. He pulls 
no punches in plumping for 
complete ethics, debunking 
fakers. As for the profit shar- 
ing plan, he supplements it with 
bonuses. A large percentage 
of his executives come out of 
the shops. He expects efficiency 
and he gets it—then he re- 
wards it. 


“Did Herb buy any of that 
stock or was it all given to 
him?” he asked idly, in show- 
ing how the plan worked. A 
secretary said as near as she 
could figure it had been given 
to him. At any rate, Old Herb 
has himself 235 shares of stock 
with a book value (far less than 
actual value) of $215 a share. 
And Herb, by the last name of 
Ziegler, runs a mighty fine 
branch over in Evanston. 

Employes’ stock is always 
purchased by the trust when 
they retire. There is only one 
way that stock can be inherited. 
A son or daughter who is also 


an employe can acquire up to 
20 per cent of the father’s or 
mother’s holdings—to encourage 
the handed-down craftsmanship 
through generations. 


Here again Spero applies the 
same rule to himself. 


He has two grown children; 
a married daughter and a son, 
Carl. Carl is an optician with 
the firm. Spero owns 51 per 
cent of the firm's stock (having 
given the other 49 away.) 

Carl will inherit 12'4 per 
cent of the stock. 


The father said: “I’ve seen 
too many kids spoiled by in- 
herited money.” 


And what will happen to the 
rest of Spero’s stock? 


A group of hand-picked em- 
Ployes “the best young brains” 
will have opportunity to buy it 
—paying the estate only 80 per 
cent of the book value. 


What kind of reasoning is 
this? 


ee ee 
T is another Spero theory. 
He said he has seen alto- 
gether too many fine firms 
ruined by family control of the 
business after the founder died. 


“These are people here, not 
cogs,” he repeated. “They are 
good and faithful and capable 
people and they are building 
this business—they should have 
the opportunity to take it 
over.” 

As for his son, he said: “If 
he’s a.good man he will fight 
his own way up.” 

Spero’s life is all wrapped 
up at the office. Some time 
ago his children gave him a 
fine Arabian horse—he said he 
hadn't found time to ride it a 
dozen times. He always returns 
early from vacations, his secre- 
tary said.

HILE courts around the 
world devote a lot of en- 
ergy to putting people be- 
hind bars, New York has two 
courts woven into its judicial 
fabric for the express purpose 
of keeping folks out of jail. 
Between them, Night Court 
and Weekend Court offer 
*round-the-clock and ‘round-the- 
calendar justice, protection of 
constitutional rights, and a 
heart-warming spectacle of the 
milk of human. kindness being 
poured out by the barrel. 


Take, for example, the case 
of poor Elizabeth, a middle- 
aged matron wearing a powder- 
blue nylon dress and a flower- 
trimmed hat. Last Saturday 
night she interefered when a 
plainclothes man was about to 

e an arrest near Grand 
Central Station. 


Early Sunday morning, she 
was in M n Bush- 
el’s Weekend Court charged 
with disorderly conduct. Bushel, 
10 years a city magistrate, kept 
his shrewd, humorous eyes on 
Elizabeth’s unhappy face. The 
detective explained that he was 
about to arrest a boisterous 
prostitute when “the defend- 
ant” clubbed. him with her 
purse. 

The magistrate studied Eliza- 
beth’s -obvious respectability, 
cast a glance at her trunk-size 
purse, and asked if she would 
like to explain. 

“Yes, please,” she said quick- 
ly. “You see, your honor, I 
didn’t know he was a police- 

n.” 

“What did you think?” 

“I thought he was molesting 
the woman. I used to be a 
nurse, and when I saw the way 
he took her wrist I told him 
to let go before he hurt the 
poor girl. And when he didn’t 
. .. I hit him.” 

“And what were you doing 
out at that time of night?” the 
magistrate asked. 

“I was just seeing my brother- 
in-law off on his train to 
Chicago, My husband is ill.”

USHEL looked across at the

Elizabeth dissolved into tears 
of gratitude and hurried from 
the courtroom. 

Before Weekend Court came 
into existence in 1940, Elizabeth 
might well have been locked up 
in the “bullpen” ‘till Night 
Court opened at 8 p.m. And 
Night Court first sat pn Aug. 1, 
1907. Before that’ Elizabeth 
would have stayed in jail till 
Monday. 

In his spacious, booklined of- 
fice on Centre street, just be- 
hind City Hall, Chief Magistrate 
John . Murtagh explained: 
“The main aim of Weekend and 
Night\Court is to prevent the 
average citizen who runs afoul 
of the law, frequently by acci- 
dent, from being kept in jail 
> the regular daytime courts 

“We're not, of course, as so- 
licitous with felons. In fact, the 
Weekend and Night Courts are 
specifically arrest and not trial 
courts.” 

These courts are also an 
alternative to station house bail. 

“You know,” he said, “station- 
house bail is corrupting. I 
never liked it.”

But there he was before 
Magistrate John R. Starkey as a 
result of being arrested for 
pulling a gun on six house 
painters who had unfortunately 
chosen Billingsley’s front steps 
as the place where they ate 
their lunch, They charged that 
he had shooed them away with 
a gun. 


Billingsley’s case was passed 
along to Felony Court (where 
the felonious assault charge was 
reduced to simple assault), but 
before the 20-minute hearing in 
Night Court was over, disarma- 
ment had begun. Billingsley had 
to surrender his three guns im- 
mediately. 


New York City has 51 magis- 
trates, including Chief Magis- 
trate Murtagh, and all of them 
take a roster turn in the Week- 
end and Night Courts, as well 
as in the regular courts. This 
gives them a fairly arduous 
schedule, for while the city’s 
Night Court cases are now con- 
centrated at Centre street, 
there is still a Weekend Court 
in each of the five boroughs. 


Night court, which sits nomi!- 
nally from 8 p.m. till midnight 
but sometimes drags on until 4 
‘a.m., handles an average 50,000 
cases a year. Weekend court, 
which sits every Saturday, Sun- 
day and holidays from 10 a.m. 
till a nominal 2 p.m., actually 
remains in session until there 
are no more cases to be heard.

Last year, night court yielded 
$27,809 in fines and handled 
around $25,000 in cash bail. 

No relative figures are avail- 
able for weekend court, because 
three of the five boroughs lump 
their statistics gether with 
those of other co But the 
totals would be smaller, maybe 
half as much as the Night Court 
business. 


The main categories of law 
defiance to come before Week- 
end and Night Court are: Dis- 
orderly conduct, which covers 
anything from the antics of a 
Bowery bum to a husband-and- 
wife hassle or a neighborly 
rhubarb (32,301 in Night Court 
last year); petty larceny, which 
covers thefts up to $100, for- 
tune tellers, shoplifters, and 
would-be free-riders on the 
subway; simple assault, with- 
out weapons and without in- 
tent to commit bodily harm; 
peddlers and gamblers (in- 
cluding numbers’ racketeers 
and floating crap games),

HE magistrates have the 
T power to impose sentences 

running from a day or two 
right up to an “indeterminate 
sentence” which could run up 
to three years, On the whole, 
however, Night and Weekend 
Court magistrates prefer not to 
try complex cases, except when 
an offender chooses to request 
summary trial. 


They try to avoid keeping 
accused in custody for trial. 
But, when necessary, this de- 
tail is arranged by demanding 
so large a bond that the de- 
fendant either can’t afford to 
raise it, or couldn't afford to 
jump the bail. 


, Justice is meted out swiftly 
in both courts on what, to the 
uninitiated, seems to be the 
assembly line principle. How- 
ever, long experience has 
taught magistrates to assess 
character speedily, to recognize 
the habitual offender and sin- 
gle him out from the acci- 
dentally guilty. 


The courtroom at Centre 
street has public seating for 
around 200, and the judge fre- 
quently plays to a full house, 
At weekends, even the stand- 
ing room at the back is apt to 
be filled. 

Night Court is especially pop- 
ular with night-outers who dine 
at nearby Chinatown, then sit 
in on a string of cases for real- 
life entertainment.

These three typical distortions are drawn from the 
latest word picture — or caricature — of the United 
States which the Kremlin is trying to project to 800,- 
000,000 people. They appear in the new edition of 
the Great Soviet Encyclopaedia, whose long (85,000 
words ) and long-awaited article on the U.S. is aston- 
ishing, impressive — and dangerous. 

The Great Soviet Encyclopaedia is Communism’s 
most authoritative single source of general informa- 
tion. Officials, teachers, journalists, scholars and prop- 
agandists lean on it heavily. Although “Ivan,” Russia's 
man-in-the-street, may never pick yp a copy, his opin- 
ion of the U.S. and its people will be vastly influenced 
by it. The “news” Ivan reads, the speeches he hears, 
the lessons he learns about America will be based on 
this fabric of facts, unfacts and misfacts. 

Here is the long-range Soviet “party line” toward 
us. Short-range Red tactics may zigzag from week to

... He Sees Us As Weak 


The “world view” splits the world into two camps. 
The capitalist camp is led by the U.S. — reactionary, 
decadent, disintegrating, doomed by the irresistible 
march of history, as they write it. The second camp, 
led by the U.S.S.R. (“the fatherland of all the work- 
ers”) is the only hope for world peace and what they 
call “harmonious cooperation.” The Hungarians and 
Poles, among others, -have found this harmony a 
rugged experience. 

This interpretation, of course, is scarcely new. It is 
the standard Communist fare. The typical Ivan has 
been exposed to it, directly and indirectly, for years. 
But, using it as a basis of thinking, the article's writers 
and editors come up with these new and monstrous 
distortions of the U.S. and its past: 
© The U.S. Constitution as promulgated in 1789 was 
“the legislation of bourgeois dictatorship ovér the pop- 
ular masses.” : ! 
© Woodrow Wilson, during his Presidency, revealed 
himself “a servant of big monopolies.” His 14 Points 
for peace after World War I were an “imperialist 


peace plan.” 


e The Harding, Coolidge and Hoover administra- 
tions led in “the policy of restoring German mili- 
tarism.” | 

@ In World War Il the Second Front was opened 
only when it became evident “the Soviet Army was 


capable of liberating Europe and occupying all 


Germany.” 
© The Truman Doctrine marked the start of U.S. im- 
perialism in the Middle East, while at home reaction- 
ary measures were being taken against the working 
class. 
e By “intervention in the Korean civil war,” U.S. 
reactionary circles tried to promote expansionist plans 
in China. But U.S. armed forces suffered military 
defeat, and had to agree to an armistice. 
Communism’s “world view” also dramatizes un- 
solved problems Americans freely admit, and aims at 
issues which divide Americans and tend to alienate us 
from our friends. Here are some ways the Encyclo- 
paedia claims we fail to practice what we preach: 
‘@ In many states, “considerable masses of citizens, 
particularly Negroes” are denied voting rights. 
e Although the U.S. Supreme Court ruled that segre- 
gation of school children is unconstitutional, in many 
Southern states the decision is ignored or opposed. 
e In U.S: schools, “there were not enough teachers 
and every year their number was being reduced.” 
e Postwar U.S. budgets show a “vast proportion of 
taxpayers’ money spent on defense.” Huge public debt 
and inflation, the Reds say, result from “militariza- 
tion of the country’s economy.” 
The Soviet leaders set out to hide from their citi- 


zens that Americans are steadily making our country 
a better place for all its inhabitants. Any such admis- 
sion would puncture “the world view.” 
As the Reds see them, what are the conditions of 
American life today? Here are two samples: 
e Sixty-two per cent of all families have incomes 
below the minimum standard of living. 
e During the period 1945-1953, “there was an abso- 
lute and relative impoverishment of the working class.” 
When Russians hear or read such gross misstate- 
ments, they often believe them. This is possible only 
because of the isolated condition of the Russian people. 
Their “world view” thus is a form of impaired vision. 
Yet I know from my own visits to Moscow that the 
average Ivan hates neither America nor Americans; 
he may have a warped picture of it, but he wants 
to know about it and usually is willing to listen. 


Let’s Take the Initiative 


For.the past dozen years — first as Assistant Secre- 
tary of State, when | launched the Voice of America 
in the Russian language, then as U.S. Senator from 
Connecticut, when I proposed a “Marshall Plan of 
Ideas” — I have contended that we Americans have 
far more to gain than to lose in seeking greater contact 
with the Russian people. 

For our own security, we need to seize the initiative, 
to take advantage of every conceivable opportunity to 
help the Russian people learn more about America. 

I have advocated bold, large-scale American action 
along several lines. Some steps can be taken without 
delay. Here are three examples:

Gen. Thomas White predicts 
the future of aerial warfare 


When President Eisenhower chose a new 
Air Force chief of staff recently, he selected 
the service’s foremost expert on aerial strat- 
egy and the Air Force of the future, Gen. 
Thomas D. White. White, 56, has served a 
seven-year apprenticeship as a top Pentagon 
planner, helped to supervise the development 
of new and deadly missiles and their gradual 
introduction into the Air Force arsenal. 
Here, in an exclusive interview with 
PARADE, General White gives his views of 


Will missiles replace 


the future Air Force, the kind of war it will 
prepared for tomorrow — and where it 
stands today: 
Q@ General White, do you expect guided 
missiles to replace airplanes as our main mili- 
tary weapon? 
A Guided missiles never will replace manned 
aircraft completely. In the immediate future, 
they will augment manned aircraft, and ulti 
mately they will take over many operations. 
But there always will be operational tasks, 
such as reconnaissance, assessment and pre. 
cision attacks, that can best be done by 
manned weapons. We never can develop a

in situations that require reasoning ability. 
Q Is it true guided-missile units already are 
replacing fighter-bomber squadrons? Will 
missiles take over our tactical air arm? 

A Our Matador surface-to-surface missile 
units now are stationed overseas, along with 
manned aircraft. And we are planning the 
development of advanced missiles in the 
200-1,500 mile range. All these will take 
over a part of our tactical air tasks eventually. 


Q Will antiaircraft missiles become a substi-. 


tute for interceptor planes? 

A Interceptor missiles will first complement 
and ultimately replace short- and medium- 
range manned interceptors. The Bomarc, 
soon to be in operation, will be the first air- 
defense missile with the range of an inter- 
ceptor plane and the higher performance of 
a missile. Combining this with Bomarc’s very 
high rate of fire and quick response gives us 
a weapon several times more effective than 
any other available. 


@ Will we need intercontinental bombers 


after the intercontinental missiles are per- 
fected? 

A The need naturally will be somewhat re- 
duced. But the first missiles will lack the 
high degree of accuracy manned weapons 
now have. The Snark intercontinental missile 
soon will be operational. The Rascal soon will 
be available to permit our B-47s to hit tar- 
gets without penetrating heavy inner de- 
fenses. But for some targets, manned bombers 
will be sufperior for a long time. 

@ What role will the airplane play in the 
guided-missile age? 

A It will continue to be important — for 
air transportation, supply, “small war” troop 
support, reconnaissance, patrol. But our fu- 
ture manned aircraft will not all be planes as 
we know them. They will be manned rockets 
and space craft. 

Q Only 30 years ago, the Army considered 
the cavalry more important than the Air 
Force. Is there a similar clique today in the 
Air Force that would obstruct the advance of 
the missile? 

A To this question I must answer an em- 
phatic No. Despite propaganda, the Air Force 
has the most progressive missile program of 
any of the services. But we cannot risk na- 
tional security by replacing our proven weap- 
ons with unproven ones prematurely. 

Q@ Do you believe the three services should 
continue to share in missile planning and 
production? Or would it be more efficient to 
consolidate under one service? 

A Each service should manage the yi 
ment, ‘production and employment of weap- 
ons required to accomplish its missions. This 
is as true for missiles as for any weapon. 


@ Has the Army developed a better inter- 


mediate missile than the Air Force? 


A It still is too early to tell. But in either case 
I do not expect their differences will be great. 
Q@ Are Russian missile scientists equal to our 
own in technology? 

A Russia always has had very competent 
scientific talent. Their recent advancements 
indicate excellent ability. Their missile tech- 
nology now should be equal to our own. 

Q Which country do you think will develop 
the first intercontinental missile? 

A We believe Russia has made considerable 
progress, furnishing an increasing threat to 
the U.S. and the free world. But I would like 
to emphasize that our basic objective is to 
create weapons systems which, because of 
their capability to deliver nuclear firepower, 
represent a continuing deterrent to would-be 
aggressors. Thus it is not of overpowering sig- 
nificance which country obtains the first 
ICBM. 

@ Which country is ahead in developing 
intermediate and shorter-range missiles? 

A The Soviet program now appears to be 
sufficient to attairi an arsenal of operational 
missiles for various purposes. We should 
recognize the emphasis they must be placing 
on missiles. 

Q@ Are you satisfied with our missile progress? 
A | am very satisfied with the technical prog- 
ress of our missile programs and feel we are 
providing for the development of high- 
performance, quality weapons systems for the 
future. | 

Q@ Do you think we should spend more money 
on missile research? 

A Yes. If we are to assure ourselves of con- 
tinuing supremacy, an increase in funds may 
deserve consideration. 

Q@ What can the public do to help win the 
missile race? . 
A It should realize the high cost of these 
new weapons and their importance to na- 
tional security. It should give maximum sup- 
port to expenditures for their development. @

Everyone, these days, is concerned 
about what to do with leisure time. 
And everyone is especially concerned 
about what teenagers do with it — in- 
cluding you and you and you. 

Recently I attended a panel discus- 
sion on this subject in Chicago. It was 
held at an international youth confer- 
ence sponsored by the Augustana 
Luther League ‘(a religious organiza, 
tion dedicated to bringing about a bet- 
ter Christian world).

And, to go a little further: What do 
we do with this freedom? Perhaps this 
is where our panel can help. 

Jane Westberg (16), of Chicago, 


says: “I don’t believe there’s any such 


thing as leisure time. You have to be 
doing something all the time.” 

A West Orange, N.]., delegate, Phyl- 
lis Gustafson (16), thinks she averages 
an hour each afternoon and two eve- 
nings a week. Her idea of leisure in- 
cludes Luther League, choir, parties. 

Pamela Bennett (16), of Chicago, 
spoke up: “I like to use my leisure to 
swim, play tennis and write poetry.” 


Well, do you agree? Should your 
leisure be spent constructively, doing 
something? 

One of our panelists doesn’t. She 
believes that even talking can be a 


“favorite pastime — “especially among 


us girls. There doesn’t have to be any 
positive result. We may be just cutting 
up, but it’s relaxing.” 

But almost everyone agreed with 
Ardith Linn of Elliott, Iowa, who 
thinks leisure is the “time to choose 
what you want to do most.” 

There never was any question of 
what you could do with free time. The 
list is endless: movies, TV, radio, rec- 
ord playing, extracurricular school ac- 
tivities (athletics, dramatics, glee club, 
orchestra, cheer-leading ), reading, even 
phone calls.

N JULY 4, 1845, Henry David 
Thoreau went alone into the 
woods which line the shores 
of Walden Pond at Concord, Massa- 
chusetts, to begin a two-year ex- 
riment in living the simple life. 

His ac- 
count of the experiment, ‘Walden, 
or Life in the Woods,” became a 
classic.

The $3,000,000 shovel, towering 
10S feet above the countryside, is 
the focal point of a large-scale, in- 
tegrated mining ge that in- 
cludes a pr t, an 18- 
mile - long eet Gade dock on 
the Mississippi River and a host of 
trucks, overs, railroad cars 
and equipment n to keep 
production Stine emootlt. 

The coal is mined—or stripped 
—on a 16,000-acre tract three miles 
southeast of Freeburg and 20 miles 
southeast of St. Louis. Below ground 
are reserves estimated in excess of 
100,000,000 tons of bituminous coal. 
The mine and equipment are owned 
by the Peabody Coal pany. 

At the mine, the pope shovel 
strips away overlying and rock, 
as much as 90 feet deep, so that 
smaller shovels can scoop the ex- 


posed coal into trucks for transport 
to a processing plant four miles 
north of the mine. 

After treatment at the plant, the 
coal is loaded into railroad h 
cars and shi to dock facilities 
north of M ur Bridge in East 
St. Louis. A 400-foot-long con- 
veyer belt there carries 1200 tons of 
coal an hour from the dock to river 
barges for water transportation. 
From shovel to barge, it is one of 
most highly mechanized coal -min- 
ing operations in the United States. 

Initial output from the mine has 
been scheduled at 2,000,000 tons a 
year and will gradually increase to 
4,000,000 tons yearly, which will 
make it the largest producer in the 
world. Operations later will move 
underground by use of slope mines 
when coal seams dip below the 90- 
foot-deep stripping fimit of the big 
shovel. 

Bulk of the production will go 
to the St. Louis and Chicago areas, 
where utilities are the biggest con- 
sumers of the high quality indus- 
trial coal. Peabody operates 27 
mines in six midwestern states, is 
the second largest coal company in 
the nation.
